Seaton Wilder of Decatur, Ala., has 
demonstrated that she can handle her 
l.SOO acres as well as any man could- 
Up to ten years ago Mrs. Wilder, who 
Is a dashing southern 
woman, had 


nothing more important to look after 
than her wardrobe and having a good 
tim«. Then her husband died, leaving 
her with a large landed estate. She 
never dreamed of taking charge her- 
self, but, in common with all women 
of her class in the south, hired an 
overseer and put ia three years travel- 
ing abroad. 


When she returned home from her 


wanderings she found her plantation 
,in the condition of a typical "widow's 
place," with ragged fences, ill-kept 
fields and revenue insufficient to pay 
expenses. 
She-stopped this at once, 


discharged her overseer, 
took com- 


plete charge and commenced work on 
her own account. She assembled her 
negro people, who had been on the 
plantation for years, told them she 
would be their "boss" in the future 
and run the farm. 
Then she selected 


one of the oldest and most respectable 
of their number as her assistant, and 
set them to work. 


She rides on horseback daily all over 


the plantation, sees that every order 
she gives is -sarried out to the letter, 
lets no brokeiv fences or weak gates 
spoil her crops, hears and settles any 
complaints, and handles her 200 col- 
ored workmen with a firm, just hand, 
claiming at once their respect and 
fealty. 
She harvests and sells all her 


crops, then spends part of the year in 
travel, spending her winters mostly 
iu Washington. 
One .thousand acres 


she has iu fine woods—for cabinet pur- 
poses—the whole surrounded by wire 
fences. 
There is no stock law in Ala- 


bama, hence Mrs. Wilder is compelled 
to guard her crops with barbed wire 
fences, which are not altogether pleas- 
ing to her neighbors. Every night the

BLINDNESS IN SPAIN. 


DI»»»»«» 3f the Ky« H»»e Spread to an

MOORISH TEA 


Kcterace 1« Kad* With artat Pcuny 


•nil Corcmocj. 


Tie clink of tu« teacup is heard 


.hrough the land these days, and tha 
sale of brass kettles and silver lea. 
balls goes merrily on, says toe New 
York Commercial 
Advertiser. The 


samovar, so popular for a couple of 
seasons, is hardly ever used now, and 
the round, fat teapot, with an appar- 
ently inexhaustible capacity for hold- 
ing fragrant, flowery pecan or orange 
pekoe, is again first favorite. Teacup 
parties are credited with devouring 
their friends as well as their macaroons 
and thin . bread and butter, but one 
hears 
wisdom in great 
quantities 


around some tea tables. One woman. 
whose, wide, innocent eyes have seen 
most countries, told about a Moorish 
tea party, between sins of Ceylon -and1 
lemon juice. She said that the Moors 
•are the greatest of all tea drinkers, 
even greater than the Chinese or our 
Jrlah servant maids. To the Moor tea. 
takes the _ place of all intoxicants,- for 
the Moor 'is a knight templar of the 
most inexorable type. Moorish tea is j 
made with as much pomp and cere- 
mony as If a living sacrifice were to be 
offered up. fivery one in the house 
squats on the floor; the -head of the 
house near the teapot. Then the ser- 
vant — who is always called either Ab- 
salom of Mohammed — brings in 
the 


boiling urn. The master rinses the tea- 
pot, puts in the tea. fills the pot with 
•water, waits a few minutes and skims 
the frothy substance that rises to the 
surface, packs the precious teapot as 
full as possible with freshly picked 
mint, and then, taking as much sugar 
as one would imagine would fill the 
teapot, pokes it into the mint-flavored 
concoction, lets it stand some minutes 
and then pours out a little of the -weak 
but highly flavored tea and drinks it 
himself, to assure his guests that It is 
not poisoned. Then cups are solemnly 
filled for the visitors and T?itb the ut- 
most pomp and many salams handed 
round, to the men first, as in Morocco 
even foreign women do not count. 
Three cups is the usual allowance, and 
one must swallow them somahow or 
run the risk of being considered both 
ill bred and ungracious, Tea gardens. 
where the precious plant Is grown, are 
disappointing to the foreigner. The 
shrubs are low and scraggy, and 
neither the 
picking, sunrdrj-ing nor 


packing process is picturesque.

till ihe termination of Henry VIII.'s 
reign either salads, carrots, turnips or 
other edible roots produced In England, 
says the Gentleman's Magazine, He 
adds that such of these vegetables—a 
small proportion and only by tlie 


-were used were imported 


Holland ana Plaiirlers, and that 


Queen Catherine, when she -wanted a 
salad could only get .one b^dlspiiich- 
ing a messenger thither on purpose. 
Hops were first introduced from Flan- 
ders in this reign and aiiso artichokes. 
Apples and pears, however, though, in- 
different in quality up to this era, iad 
for centuries been acclimatized, and 
strawberries and gooseberries 
were 


plentiful. 
As in salads, however, 


Hume's remark must be construed with 
some modification, for '& 
»• homely 


sense salads had always been procur- 
able in England. Winter and water- 
cresses abounded; the people had also 
"common alexanders," eaten as celery 
is; rampion, rocket, borage and goose- 
foot, or "Good H»?nry." are mentioned 
among herbs, while eproat kales served 
for greens, -which, indeed, must have 
been much in request, seeing the quan- 
tity of salt meat eaten perennially. On 
the whole, however, until in Henry 
VIII.'s reign the Flanders gardeners 
exported their vegetables, the kitchen 
garden in England—save in the case o! 
the monasteries—was very 
limited. 


The reign of the second Tudor saw 
many novelties and so the art of, gar- 
dening and variety of flowen and vege- 
tahles improved and increased, till cul- 
minating in the long reign of Elizabeth. 
Pippins seems to here been introduced 
in 1525 a^>d the damask rose in 1522 
had been brought to England by Lin- 
acre, the king's physician. Currants 
were brought from Zante and planted 
in England in 1533 and in the same 
year Cromwell, earl of Essex, intro- 
duced the musk rose and several sorts 
of plums from Italy,. -while apricots 
are contemporaneous 'with cherries in 
1540. 
So that by the time Bacon ^rote 


his famous essay both the Tudor flower 
and kitchen garden were well stocked 
with beauties and dainties: Undoubt- 
edly the first general improvement in 
gardening is dua to Holland, about 
1509, and the Dutch expe.rts found apt 
pupils enough in garden-loving Eng- 
lishmen ot various rank*.

Windmill*. 


It will possibly surprise many per- 


sons to learn that windmills are coin- 
ing Into extended use. for it is not 
uncommon to see a structure of the 
kind in a ruinous state, and destitute 
of sails. Bui that is true only of "the 
old-fashioned wooden erection, the new 
mill, which is finding such favor, be- 
ing an improved contrivance made of 
steel, and wheel-like in general ap- 
pearance. The new mill is used chiefly 
for irrigation purposes, pumping water 
so that it may be either stored or 
at once distributed over the land ac- 
cording to requirements. Recent ex- 
tended experiments show that although 
the wind is proverbially a fickle agent 
to depend upon it will do a great 
deal of work Jn the course of a year; 
and as it is a free laborer, there is a 
great attraction in. its employment 
These experiments were made with a 
sixteen-foot geared windmill at the 
agricultural station of Wisconsin, the 
windmill or engine being attached to 
pumps of different size and pattern ac- 
cording to the strength of the breeze, 
and a tank which contained a measured 
quantity of water which emptied itself 
every hour. The total quantity of wa- 
ter pumped in one year was sufficient 
to cover seventy-nine acres to a depth 
of one foot 
During a large portion 


of the time the wind vtts not strong 
enough to turn the mill, and the time 
for -which it was actually in motion 
vorks bat at 14.32 hours per day. It 
will thus be seen that the agriculturist 
has here a valuable worker, but one 
who must be allowed to rest »s often 
as he pleases to do so; ,

In all methods of incubation 
the 


prime, requisites are effective means 
for the regulation of neat and for the 
supnly of fresh air. 
Heat by its ac- 


tion arouses Ufa in an egg: pure air 
furnishes the oxygen, by means of 
-whicli necessary chemical changes are 
produced. 


In natural incubation the bird, under 


normal conditions, maintains the eggs 
the constant temperature required in 
hatching out the chicks, says the 
Scientific American. When this tem- 
perature loses its uniformity and the 
eggs are subjected to extremes of neat 
and cold the embryo dies. The con- 
ditions under which a bird c*n suc- 
cessfully hatch are therefore limited. 
In endeavoring to effect by artificial 
means what a bird accomplishes by 
natural means it is of the utmost im- 


portance to provide some mechanical 
device by means of which a reason- 
ably uniform temperature can be au- 
tomatically maintained. It is further- 
more essential that the heat be uni- 
formly distributed and that the proper 
means of ventilation be provided. The 
old systems of incubation requiring 
supplied moisture cause many chicks 
to die In the shell—a feature that has 
proved to be very annoying to old and 
new breeders alike. 
The system of 


diffusive ventilation employed in the 
new incubator, however, and the ab- 
sence of the necessity o* using sup- 
plied moisture, overcomes this perplex- 
ing problem. Chicks and ducklings 
break their shells properly and come 
out strong and active, making hardy 
birds that will live and thrive.

Often when baking cakes the house- 


wife is wishing for some arrangement 
by which she could avoid the turning 
over of the cake or the loosening of 
the sides with knives. The difficulties 
of this kind are entirely avoided by a 
new kind of cake dish, from which it 
is an easy matter to withdraw the 
contents. The new dish consists of a 
plain base with a round edge, around 
which a steel spring band fits closely 
when drawn taut by'means of a clasp 
arrangement on the side. As the dish 
comes hot from the oven the clasp is 
opened with a fork or anything else 
at hand; owing to its spring it opens 
easily of Itself and can he lifted off. 
The cake may then be taken off the 
tin or slipped upon a dish with the tin 


•till under it, to facilitate the cutting 
of the cake. Bakers and confectioners 
will find this a valuable help. 


The Conquest of the Air. 


A French journal recently published 


an illustrated description of a new 
flying machine, designed by M. Ader, 
and called the "Avion." This ma- 
chine has been constructed under the 
auspices of and with the help of sub- 
sidies from the French war depart- 
ment, and although it broke down at 
its first trial through the occurrence 
of an unexpected squall, it showed 
plainly before that catastrophe stopped 
its career that it had the power of 
rising, from the ground. The huge 
machine has the appearance of a. bat, 
and carries in front two propellers, 
which are worked by steam, engines 
of immense power but light weight. 
The wings are merely intended to sup- 
port the apparatus in the air, and do 
not flap like those of a bird, but they 
are movable at the shoulder, in order 
that the center of gravity of the ma- 
chine can be modified as required, ^.e, 
entire machine Is built of bamboo fibre 
and steel -wires, and the Inventor 
claims that he has adopted a principle 
which has not been recognized by 
other aspirants in the same field. He 
has noted that in the wings of birds, 
of bats and of insects the spiral form 
is always found, .and that nature in 
the ^structurei of wings never departs 
from thai principle, which he believes 
constitutes the basis of aero-station. 
The wrecked machine is now in order 
once more, and it is hoped that the 
'French military authorities will once 
more sanction experiments which will 
decide whether it will fly or not. 


A New Match. 


As the satisfactory outcome of ex- 


periments which have been in progress 
for some time past at the French gov- 
ernment match factories at Pantin, the 
object of which has been to produce a 
lucifer match without the employ- 
ment of phosphorus, a match has been 
invented which, it is believed, will meet 
every requirement needed, while at the 
same time its manufacture, from the 
absence of phosphorus In its 
com- 


position, will not induce *hat terrible 
necrosis of which the" world has lately 
heard so much. No information is 
given as to the price at which the new 
match can be placed on the market 
and unfortunately cost has a great deal 
more to do with the adoption of any 
new thing than the consideration of 
any benefit which may accrue to mak- 
ers or consumers; but it may be pre- 
sumed that the match will compete in 
price favorably with the old one. 
It 


is said to ignite with ease and cer- 
tainty on being rubbed on any rough 
surface. 


The Thermopile. 


Warnings by sound to vessels In a 


fog being unreliable on account of the 
uncertain effects of air currents, which 
often render inaudible the signals of 
near-by foghorns, while distant aounds 
are plainly heard, the use of the ther- 
mopile is proposed for detecting ap- 
proaches to danger with greater cer- 
tainty. This apparatus is capable of 
registering a change of temperature 
as small as a millionth of a centigrade 
degree, detesting the heat of a candle 
at a distance of a quarter of a mile. 
By the use, therefore, of two horizon- 
tally rotated thermopiles, the two heat 
collecting iunnels pointing in two op- 
posite directions, it la believed that not 
only -would the proximity of a vessel 
be shown by Us heat radiations, but 
the nearness of an iceberg, and even 
of land or of n sunken wrack.

We were p!owing against tae cur- 


rent in lie Mozambique channel on a. 
steamer. Every mi!e brought us near- 
er the equator, and In spite of a lair 
breeze the motley complement of pas- 
sengers fairly gasped for breath, says 
tie Philadelphia Inquirer. 


Capt, Haan, -my traveling compan- 


ion, and I stood leaning over a tem- 
porary railing which had been, erected 
amidships on the port side io divide 
the second-class from the third-cla'ss 
deckroom. The latter was occupied by 
500 Mahometans traveling from Cape 
Town to Mecca. 


All day the Moslems were either pre-

tering the shallow bay Into which emp- 
ties the Pungee river at Beira. So 
the skipper hurried to the bridge and 
left us wondering what the matachino 
could be. 


We found out later on, and so did 


others, some to their sorrow. In fact, 
the matachino got chummy with the 
passengers from the General Immedi- 
ately upon their landing. 


Not even the huge, scorpions and 


deadly spiders which infest east Afri- 
ca along the Mozambique coast are 
dreaded so much as this insect, which 
resembles, in some ways, the Ameri- 
can tick. 


The matachino, however, is a much 


more serious proposition. It lives in 
the sand aijd is so small that it is 
difficult to see with the naked eye. In 
a twinkling it fastens to one's foot, 
bpres beneath the ssin and hides it- 
self.

achinos in your ankle, or foot, and you 
are in "a Jolly bad , way," as the Eng- 
lish resident will calmly tell you, 


The streets of Beira are of sand, into 


which your foot sinks up to the, an- 
kle. Though big steamship lines do 
business there, not a horse or ox can 
be seen. Neither would be of service 
In such roads. All traffic 
is done 


with little trucks run on narrow- 
gauge tracks and pushed by native 
Africans. 


Every one, therefore, must wade 


through this sand, fine .ladies with 
pretty hose and Parisan .boots just as 
••Fell as a naked Zulu; whose feet- are 
often so callous as to feaze the most 
vicious matachino. 


Hundreds of persons land at Beira 


weekly from England, France, Ger- 
many, America, South America and 
the east. It is today the wildest and 
strangest town in Africa. It is the 
outlet and inlet to Mashonaland and 
lower central Africa. The most re- 
fined people knock .elbows there with 
the most lawless, and all knuckle un- 
der to that dreadful insect, the mat- 
achino, for if not removed quickly it 
means the loss of a foot. The choice 
spot for thcsn to settle is on the ankle, 
-where the boot fits tightly, and the 
only way to remove the insect is to .cut 
out the surrounding fiesh with a sharp 
knife.

The matachino is not to be trifled 


with, and you soon learn to squat 
down in the sand and look at your foot 
when there is a suspicious biting sen- 
sation. Those who have strong nerves 
carry a sharp knife and cut out the 
insect themselves. The Africans do 
this, and it is not an uncommon sight 
to see a boy drop a load of lumber, sit 
down and perform a surgical opera- 
tion and continue his labor. 


As tar as I could learn the matachino 


is indigenous only to northern Moz- 
ambique, for In Delago bay they <Jo 
not seem to be troubled with it,
